immortal. Then picture him confined upon the bleak and barren isle « 

St. Helena, contemplating the overthrow of all his great ambition and powe 

Who can picture this without a feeling of pity? 

That kind of ambition should have no place in the thoughts of thos 
among us, who are so soon to take their places in the walks of lift 
Ambition, or rather aspiration—the desire for excellence pure and simpk 
whose prizes are virtue, nobility and skill—is one of the most precious motive 
springs of the human life. Excellence in any calling will bring its own rewar« 
No one who stands at the top of his profession can fail to gain a desirabli 
living and to enjoy the respect and confidence of his fellows. An ambitio 
to do this is most praiseworthy. 

Then again, ambition and duty are at times closely connected. Wi 
to-day are furnished facilities for the acquirement of an education, which eann¢ 
be had in any other country in the world. Our schools are free; a collegiat 
or university education can be had without money and without price. Nothing 
good, however, exists without effort or sacrifice of some sort. The citizen 
of the United States make no small sacrifice to put these privileges before u: 
It should be the ambition, as it is the duty, of all who avail themselves of thes 
advantages to have constantly before them the aspiration to become good 
citizens. ‘Then, in turn, they will furnish to those who come after them the 
requisites for a successful and happy career and thus, in part, requite the sacrifice 
which has made this boon possible. It should be the ambition of a good 
citizen to earn an honest living, to have a good home, to make the world 
little better by reason of having passed through it, and to lighten the load « 
suffering or sorrow of those perhaps not so fortunate as himself, a most pricele: 
heritage, a quality for the possession of which one cannot be too thankful. 

David Glascoe Farragut was such a distinguished naval officer that th 
American people, in Congress assembled, created a special office of honor ani 
benefit for him. It was for Farragut that the grade of admiral was create 
in the United States Navy. In conversation Admiral Farragut once said 
“When I was ten years of age I was with my father on board a man-of-war. 
I had some qualities that I thought made a man of me. I could swear lik 
an old salt; could drink as stiff a glass of grog as if I had doubled Cape 
Horn, and could smoke like a locomotive. I was great at cards, and fond 
of gaming in every shape.’’ At the close of dinner one day, Farragut’s fathe 
turned everybody out of the cabin, locked the door, and said to him: 

“ ‘David, what do you mean to be?’ 

‘' ‘Wather, I mean to follow the sea.’ 

"Yes, my son, to follow the sea! To be a poor, miserable, drunken sailo: 
before the mast; be kicked and cuffed about the world, and die in some feve! 
hospital in a foreign eclime.”’ 
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“No,” said David, ‘I'll tread the quarter-deck, and command as you do.”’ 

“No, David, no boy ever trod the quarter-deck with such principles as 
you have, and such habits as you exhibit. You'll have to change your whole 
course of life if you intend to become a man.”’ 

Farragut’s father left him and went on deck. David Farragut was 
stunned by the rebuke, and overwhelmed with mortification. ‘‘A poor, 
miserable, drunken sailor before the mast! Be kicked and cuffed about the 
world, and die in some fever hospital! That's my fate, is it? I'll change my 
life, and change it at once. I will never utter another oath; I will never drink 
another drop of intoxicating liquor; I will never gamble.”’ David Glascoe 
Farragut kept those vows to the hour of his death. Shortly after this incident 
with his father he became a Christian. That act was the turning point tn 
his destiny. 

When one has formed the habit of inquiring what elements have gone 
toward making up any great man’s life and success, he will surely be impressed 
with the great underlying principles put in motion by this incident. What 
made up the sum-total of Farragut’s great career? What were the forces, 
brought together bit by bit, that resulted in this most finished and famous 
fiicer and gentleman? 

Farragut had ability. By industry and patience to wait for the sure 
results of his hard work he gained that talent in his profession which has made 
his name famous in the naval annals not only of our own, but of every country 
where heroism is prized and virtue is rewarded. Farragut had a high and noble 
ambition. He acheived success by strict attention to his work and an in- 
atiable thirst for knowledge concerning everything which might even remotely 
affect his duty and the possession of which would render him more capable 
in the discharge of that duty. He did not start a new line of study every few 
weeks or months. That which he undertook he completed. Farragut was 
no quitter. The great prizes of life are won by those who work with a definite 
object in view, who never falter or halt until they have attained the goal they 
set for themselves. The difference between success and failure is mainly in 
habit. One quits; the other does not. 

Farragut had character, ability and ambition. Of these three the greatest 
is character, Without character no man or woman can be successful in the 
truest sense of the word. The outward forms of success may be gained, but 
such a one in his heart knows that life has been a poor, miserable failure. We 
can none of us acheive much, worthy of achieving, without a good character; 
that which ean be depended upon in an emergency, that which is pure, and 
bold, and good, and true. 

No American to-day, with ambition to make the most of life, can fail 
to succeed if he will combine character, ability, and ambition with industry, 
perseverance and patience. These attributes made possible the success of 
every man and woman whose name occupies a place of honor in history. The 
result is as sure to come as night will follow day. It is certain.

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The Legend of Rema-Wa-Wapsi 


ONG ago, before the white men ever came to California, a tribe 
cf Indians dwelt in a valley of the Sierras. ‘The valley is now 
ealled Bear Valley by the white men, and the same white m 
that call the valley so, are now beginning a gigantic dam at 
the mouth of the valley. Soon the valley will be filled by t! 
“Ne-Ne Krop-Tos,” or leaping water river, and become a great 
sheet of water. When this is finished the big granite dome 
at the head of the valley, on whose top is a boulder of a few 
tons’ weight, will be buried beneath the still waters of the artificial lake. T 
Indians that dwelt there were the Manizatas, and they called the valley, ‘‘Rema- 
Wa-Wapsi,” after the name given by their ancestors. The name means, ‘The 
valley of the lost chieftain.” 

Every year when the first moon of May is in full, the few remaining people 
of the tribe have a religious ceremony, when, dancing around a big roaring fi 
they display for the only time in the year, the blanket of Walla-Yosite. Sor 
times a tourist or a lone traveler happens to visit the ceremony, and they, too, 
see the blanket of Walla-Yosite, and learn from the oldest man in the village 
who is so old that the next oldest men are as boys, the legend of the tribe. T 
traveler goes away, uplifted by the innocence and pure belief of the people and 
tells people in other lands of the legend and the wonderful blanket he has seen, 
richer in color and more beautiful in its simple design than any rug or blank 
that ever was woven by white man. 

[t so happened that I, too, one night strayed into the Indian village, wh 
the annual ceremony was taking place, and |, too, saw the blanket and learne: 
the legend from the oldest man of the tribe. I will try to relate to you the story 
just as the old man told it. 

The old Indian gazed steadily into the fire, when | asked him for the stor 
of the legend of his tribe. Then, turning to me he said, ‘‘Young man, the story 
of my people is long, and this fire will long have become coals before I am finishe 
but if you wish, I will tell it to you.”’ I told him I was eager to hear, and so 
began. This is the story: 

“Long, long ago, when my preat-grandfather was a boy, when the white man 
was not known, and my people were many and brave, a wonderful chief ru 
over them. The chief's name was Poco-Wano, which means the dream: 
This chief lived alone with an old squaw, his mother, in the upper end of the 
valley, near the big rock. 

“He was a big man, the most powerful and the most brave of any man the 
tribe had ever known, greater even than any man sung of in the legends of his 
people. This chief was also braver and stronger than any known living anima 
in the mighty woods that surrounded the valley, for had he not alone with his 
deadly shaft and bow slain the mighty grizzly with her two cubs? With his own 
hands choked a lynx to death? Met a mountain lion in a deep canyon and slain 
it with a club? Chased the swift deer on the mountain slopes and killed them har 
handed? And was it not he who had journeyed many suns to the north and 
returned with the mighty antlers of the elk? Such was the mighty hunter, 
Poco-Wano. 

“He stood high above the head of the highest brave in the village. His 
shoulders were broad, as the grizzly’s; his limbs were long and sturdy like the 
branches of the mighty oak tree; his body was as straight as the shafts in his 
quiver; his long straight hair was black as the mink fur in the snow season, and 
it glistened in the sun like the waters of the falls of Ne-Ne-Krop-Tos. This was 
the mighty Poco Wano. 

“When the people were in trouble the chief sorrowed, and when they wer 
joyous he was happy. It was he who taught the boys of the village to shoot 
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he bow and catch the fish with the sinew lines. It was he that lead the braves 
to the hills to slay the deer and fight the bear and lion. In the long summer 
days, when the valley was hot and sullen and the air stayed still, when the trees, 
rass, birds, animals, corn, and even the people cried for water, it was he that 
departed far up the canyon and then fasted until the Great Spirit appeared in 
his dreams and told him how to anger the rain gods. For these rain gods, when 
igered, began to fight in the sky above, battered one another about, clashing 
their weapons, chanting their war songs, and shooting their lightning arrows 
it each other. Then after the fight was over, they cried in shame of their quarrel- 
ing, and their big tears came dropping down to the valley, so giving life to the 
parched earth. For this was the mighty chief called Poco-Wano, the dreamer. 
It was he who was chosen as interpreter of the messages, which the Great Spirit 
ent to his people. 
“As yet, this chieftain had never thought of taking a woman as his squaw. 
fone of the dusky maidens in his tribe had ever received the slightest recogni- 
tion in return for the many looks and words of praise they lavished on him. He 
ived in his wiek-i-up with his old mother and roamed the deep forest or dreamed 
f the Great Spirit. He had never thought of taking a squaw for he was a hunter, 
not. a lover of women. 

“But one night while asleep in the forest, the Great Spirit sent to him in 
iis dreams, the picture of a beautiful maiden. This maiden was so beautiful,— 
ven more beautiful to look upon than the rainbow mist of the tumbling water-

This time he told him how to obtain the 
maiden as his squaw. First, he must kill a pure white deer and then carefully 
tan this skin, for this only would Chek-Ta take as a dowry for his daughter. 

“This chief Chek-Ta had once angered the sun god and the sun god had 

old him that the only thing he could offer as a sacrifice to mitigate his anger 
was the skin of the white deer, the most rare and timid of all animals. So all 
the hunting season Chek-Ta sent his braves into the woods to hunt for the white 
deer, offering to the person who gave to him a pure white skin, his daughter for 
lis Squaw. 

“After the message from the Great Spirit, the mighty chief, Poco-Wano, 
was seen little among his people. He journeyed far and near, hunting for a pure 
white deer. He paid no heed to the troubles or sorrows of his people, and when 

1¢ hot sun dried up the maize, he did not dream nor try to make the rain gods 
fight and send the rain to freshen and moisten the earth. 

“At last, having hunted for three moons and never having seen even a spotted 
deer, he came home to his wick-i-up, and with only his old mother to wait on 
him, stayed and fasted until the bones of his mighty frame plainly became visible; 
his body gaunt, and his mind dreamed continually of the maiden. 

_ “One sun, in the season of dropping leaves, a mighty war eagle, large of wing 
and fierce of eye, lit on the roof of his wick-i-up, and to the amazement of Poco- 
Wano, the great bird with his fierce talons tore a hole through the bark roof, 
then dropped down on the mountain lion skin, where sat the chief, and began 
to speak. ‘I have been sent to you, Poco-Wano, by the gods,’ he said, ‘who 
have taken pity upon you, in your seemingly hopeless love and longing for 

Chek-Ta’s maiden. Next season when the web-feet fly south, if you obey and 
lollow out what I tell you, you shall find a pure white deer. You are to travel 
‘or all the suns of two moons, always to the northward. At the end of the 
second moon you will come to a lofty peak, that touches the very sky. This is 
the home of Quators, the great animal spirit. At the base of this peak live the 
white deer’.”” Flapping his great pinions, the eagle left as quickly as he had come, 
and soon he was a mere speck in the heavens. 
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‘When the next growing grass season came, the season of web-feet, thy 
great chief, Poco-Wano, announced to his people that he would soon be gone 
and that he would not return for many moons, not until he had the skin o 
white deer; but that when he did return he would again look after his peop!

Many interesting selec- 
ions were chosen, among which were “Jim Bludsoe,”’ given by Louis Ridean, 
nd “Robert of Sicily,’ given by a member of the Freshman class, Miss Anita 
orton, The former was awarded first prize, while second honors went to Miss 
orton. The declamation contest was closely followed by a debate with Placer 
lle upon the subject, ‘‘Resolved, That the Reeall of the Judiciary is beneficial 
) the best interests of the People.” Sacramento chose the negative side of the 
question, and, although well represented by a team of veterans, the tide of affairs 
eemed to have turned and she went down to defeat at the hands of the Miners, 
his defeat, however, was soon forgotten, when less than a month later, Sacra- 
nento, in a debate on the “Open or Closed Shop,” vanquished Berkeley High 
chool, who for seven years had claimed the championship of the State. In this 
contest with the Bay city school Sacramento was piloted to Victory by Miss

The squad was composed almost entirely of new men, and the greater portion 
if these were Freshmen, which augers well for the next three or two years. A 
A few veterans of former engagements were present, as ‘Brick’’ Eldred, Rooney, 
Hern, Nixon and Cole, but some of the most important positions were held by 
ibsolutely green hands, 

In the pitcher’s box stood Leslie Sheehan, a worthy successor of Lloyd Snook, 
the pitching wonder of 1911. Though rather ineffective at first, it did not take 
him long to demonstrate clearly his value as a hurler, His best performance 
oceurred in the final game against Davis when he sent sixteen men to the bench 
via the strike-out route. 

The infield, due to scholarship restrictions, was subject to considerable 
change in the course of the season, but as originally selected was composed of 
Midred, Wright, Hern, Captain Cole and Rooney. This combination, had it 
been allowed to work more steadily, would undoubtedly have proven much more 
effective, formed, as it was, of brilliant individual players. 

Eldred, as usual played a sensational hitting and fielding game. This little 
player is one of the best ball players that ever appeared in the local school, and 
it is greatly to be regretted that he has made his final appearance. 

Guy Wright, on first base, was one of the mainstays. His fielding percentage 
showed to very good advantage among the semi-professional teams around town, 
something unusual for a high schoo) boy.

Though not successful in winning the heavy or lightweight Bee Leagu 
championships, the Midgets distinguished themselves by carrying off the P. A. A 
championship cup, a signal honor, 

There was plenty of competition for positions on the team, but unfortunatel 
for the contestants, only one hole was made by the absence of Simmermacher 
last year’s captain and guard, the other places being as good as tied down. Th 
choice finally narrowed down to Harding and Anderson, the former securing th 
coveted job. 

Eldred and Lovich, as before, were without peers in the ranks of the forwards 
On each and every occasion they were to the front with some flashy, spectaculai 
bit of play that kept the spectators in constant expectation, while, of course, they 
were mainly responsible for the size of Sacramento’s scores. 

‘Pop’ Lamb towered alone in the center of the court, or he might as well 
have been alone for all the trouble any opponent ever gave him for possession 
of the ball. DeVeltrup, of the Sacramento Athletic Club, was the first man t 
give Lamb a hard battle and age and experience were large factors in that case. 

Harding and Hicks found no difficulty in keeping their baskets comparatively 
free of tallies. To them is due much praise for the way in which they frequently 
successfully disposed of heavier, larger forwards without the loss of a game. 
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Unless radicat measures are taken in the near future, track will become 
dead sport in local school history. It seems regretable to say the least, that in 
a school the size of ours, some provision c2n not be made for the accommodatio! 
of track and field athletics, for surely no men, no matter how talented, can lear: 
to run in a backyard covered with rocks and loose dirt. It seems strange that 
with a good place for football and baseball practice, good basketball courts anc 
shower baths, no suitable spot can be found for the loeation of a einder track 
This alone will produce good athletes, and the improvement in our local record 
will be immediately seen, should the powers be finally moved to provide for th: 
runners. 

Nine men from Sacramento were sent down to participate in the Interschol 
astic held at Berkeley. Though three qualified for the finals, they were unabli 
to do more than finish among the ‘‘also-rans.”’ 

On May 4th, Woodland, Davis Farm, Stockton and Sacramento held a join 
field and track meet in the Yolo town, Phenomenal records were made—i1 
all events but the jumps and weights, which were measured with a steel tape 
Fast time was especially the rule in races taken by Woodland men. 

Woodland won the meet with seventy odd points, with Stockton, Sacrament 
and Davis, respectively, second, third and fourth. Two of Sacramento's point: 
were won by the relay team, composed of Morton, McGee, Ebner and Bowden 
after a great struggle and heartbreaking finish. Simmermacher captured fou 
more by winning second place in the shotput, and third in the 440. Brown toot 
third place in both jumps, netting two more points; Eldred came second in th: 
fifty, and Hern completed the array by vaulting third in the pole vault.
